Milwaukee, Wis. October 28.—A fire 
which started at 5:30 o’clock this even- 
jng in the Union Oil Company’s store on 
Hast Water street threatens to destroy 
the entire wholesale business section of 
Milwaukee, east of Milwaukee river, be- 
low Huron street. For one hour the fire 
department struggled bravely with the 
elements which were fanned by a gale 
that is blowing at the rate of thirty-six 
miles an hour. 

Chief Foley kept the fire confined to 
one block on East Water street until 7 
i o'clock, when it got away from him and

Without Home or Means. 


9:05 o’clock p. m.—The fire is still burn- 
ing fiercely. There are several fires in 
other parts of the city and there are no en- 
gines to respond. ‘The entire lower part 
of the third ward, inhabited largely by 
poor Irish families. is devastated. 

About three hundred cottages have been 
destroyed and the poor people are wander- 
ing about the streets loudly lamenting their 
loss. Some plan of relief for them will no 
doubt be made, but at this time the people 
seem to be so stunned that they are doing 
nothing. Alarms are cOming in every few 
minutes from parts of the city widely sepa- 
arated and it is thought that the firebugs 
are helping in the work of destruction. 

The elegant residence of L. H. Hodges, 
a member of the board of trade at Ninth 
and Cedar streets, two miles from the fire 
district, has been destroyed. An alarm has 
just been rung in from the house of cor- 
rection. 

Up to 9 o’clock only two fatalities have 
been reported. One fireman was killed and 
‘a woman suffocated. Frequent gas explo- 
Sions occur that shake the whole city. The 
department is using dynamite in the effort 
to stop the advance of the flames and sev- 
eral buildings have been blown up. 

Alarms are still being turned in from 
widely separated parts of the city.

Columbia, 8. C., October 28.—(Special.)—- 
There are a great many rumors of secret do- 
ings by the third party in this state. It is 
alleged that overtures have been made 
with them by the republicans and that some 
sort of alliance has been formed.

THE SAD SCENES OF YESTERDAY. 


Services at the Presbyterian Church 
In Indianapolis. 


THOUSANDS ATTEND ‘THE FUNERAL. 


The Choir Sings Mrs. Harrison’s Favorite 
Hymn-The Services Very Sim- 
pleand Touching. 


IndianapoNe, Ind., October 28.—The 
special train conveying the remains of 
Mrs. Harrison and members of the fun- 
eral party arrived at 9:30 o’clock and 
were greeted by thousands of sympathetic 
friends and admirers. ‘The president's 
grief was generally respected and nearly 
all men removed their hats and bowed 
their heads when he passed through the 
station leading his sorrowing family to 
the carriages provided for them. 

After the delay of half an hour caused 
in transferring from the funeral car the 
wealth of floral emblems, the casket was 
lifted and slowly and reverentially the 
cortege moved out through the union sta- 
tion to carriages in waiting. When the 
casket had been placed in the hearse 
and the funeral party were seated in car- 
riages, the procession slowly wended its 
way to the First Presbyterian church. 

At the Church. 

The church was heayily and tastefully 
draped with mourning emblems and dec- 
orated with a profusion of flowers. 

When the funeral procession arrived at 
the church a crowd of 5,000 people, 
thronged the sidewalks and streets. ‘Che 
chureh services were characterized by the 
greatest simplicity. As the coffin was 
carried up the aisle and deposited in front 
of the chancel, the organ pealed forth a 
soft melody. The choir then sang “Lead, 
Kindly Light,” with beautiful effect and 
Dr. Haines offered a short invocation and 
read a selection from the scriptures. The 
funeral sermon was on the text “Where- 
fore Comfort One Another with the 


Word.” 
At Crown Hill Cemetery. 

The choir then rendered “Oh Sweetly Sol- 
emn ‘Thought.’ Dr. Haines closed the ser- 
vice with a benediction and the cortege 
took up its line of march to Crown. Hill 
cemetery. The procession left the chureh 
at half past 11 o'clock. Along Delaware 


street thousands of people stood with un- 


covered heads as the long line of carriages 
passed slowly by. In front of the presi- 


dant’s Indianapoli@ residence, sight-seers 


had gathered in numbers that rendered the 

sidewalks almost im le. Crown Hill , 
cemetery was not reached until half past 

1 o'clock. Here a crowd of 5,000 people 

had assembled to witness the close of the 

ceremonies which here, as elsewhere, were 

characterized by the utmost simplicity. The 

lot selected is upon a hillside which slopes 

gently toward the east. The grave had 

been dug facing Bie east. The means for 

the preservation and protection of the re- 
mains were of the most substantial. It 
was ten minutes of 2 o’clock when the cas- 
ket had been enclosed in the outer box and 
the whole had been lowered. The proceed- 
ings were watched by the president with 
streaming eyes and his sturdy frame was 
convulsed with the poignancy of his grief. 
The services were exceedingly brief.

Leaving the cemetery the president, Mr. 
and Mrs. McKee, Mr. and Mrs. Russell Har- 
rison and Mas. Dimmick and other near rel- 
atives proceaded to the residence oe Te Ra 
McKee, where they had a iuncheon and 
were visited by a few intimate friends. rhe 
special train bearing the presidential party 
left here at 5:30 o'clock on its return to 
Washington. Secretaries Rusk and Noble 
did not.go back with the party. ‘The former 
is going to Chicago and from there to W is- 
consin to take part in the political cam- 
paign, and the latter is going to his home in 
St. Louis for a similar purpose. Secretary 
Charles Foster rejoined the paty for a re- 
turn to Washington. Ex-President Hayes 
accompanied it to Columbus. A large crowd 
assembled at the station to pay a parting 
tribute to the president, but made no de- 
monstration beyond an uncovering of heads 
on the part of the men and a waving of 
hanidkerehiefs on the part of the women 
and children. The train is scheduled to 
reach Washington tomorrow evening at 6 
o'clock.

KILLED BY HIS OWN SON. 


A Prominent Railroad Man Killed in Knox- 
ville—A Peculiar Story. 

Knoxville, Tenn., October 28.—(Special.) 
C. M. Baker, district passenger agent for 
the Kansas City, Fort Scott and Memphis 
railroad, was shot and killed tonight about 
7 o'clock by his own son. 

The boy was at home reading. He says 
his father came in and began beating him 
with a large stick. He was drinking, and, 
so the boy states, he retreated from him and 
went up stairs for a shotgun. He got it 
and came back down stairs. He says he 
got the gun solely to frighten his father, 
and when his father again attacked him he 
pointed the gun at him to keep him away. 
In pointing the gun it was discharged, it 
being cocked. The boy says he had no 
knowledge of the gun being cocked. He 
greatly regrets the affair. He is eighteen 
yeas old. 

Baker was a popular man and seldom 
drank. When he did so, it is said, he @bused 
his family. The boy came to the city and 
sent a doctor to see his father and then sur- 
rendered himself to the police. The man 
was shot square in the breast with No. 8 
shot and lived only a few minutes. His

GIRLS IN THE HOUSE 


Mrs. Wolfe’s Home Has 17 Inmates, and 
There You Are! 


THE MUCH DISCUSSED HOME, . 


And the Exact Situation as It Ap- 
pears. 


SHE TALKS OUT WITHOUT HESITATION 


And Tells the Story of the Attempt to 
Injure Her by Sending a Girl to Her. 
She Says She Has Girls. 


If the persons who are so vehemently 
opposing Mrs. Wolfe’s home for girls had 
taken the pains to call on that lady they 
would have been saved the trouble of 
sending a fallen woman in the guise of 
a penitent Magdalen to Mrs. Wolfe to 
secure evidence against her. 

Without the slightest hesitation, equivo- 
cation, or reluctance, Mrs. Wolfe sets at 
rest a point about which there has recent- 
ly been a great deal of discussion and 
police investigation. : 

And in settling that contested point she 
discloses some facts that are to say the 
least sensational in the light of the unus- 
ual pow-wow that has been disturbing 
the elements for days and days. 

Seen at her home yesterday afternoon 
Mrs. Wolfe talked freely and without 
reserve to a reporter of The 
Constitution, and here’s a pointer to Po- 
lice Captain Thompson and to the person 
who resorted to the artifice of sending 
the girl to her, in Mrs. Wolfe’s own 
words: 

“In the best of faith I have admitted 


-nine homeless girls to my home here. I 


now have seventeen inmates in my 
home.”’ : 

There was no attempt at concealment; 
in fact the statement was entirely volun- 
tary on her part. 

Mrs. Wolfe at Home. 

Mrs. Wolfe now occupies the house at 
the corner of Peters and West Fair 
streets, formerly occupied by the Home 
for the Friendless. The building, a two- 
story frame one, sets far back from the 
street, and is almost hid from view by a 
thick row of evergreen bushes that en- 
close the yard. The place is a familiar 
one to Atlantians, having béen kfiown to 
them for years as t.e Home for the

As has been repeatedly told 
stitution people lhving near the*nome peti- 
tioned council not to allow her to establish 
a home there, Council granted that peti- 
tion, and with the c‘ty government squarly 
against her, Mrs. Wolfe went to the home 
ov the first of the present month. 

There was no law against..her occupy- 
ing the place if she did not admit fallen 
girls to it, but from the first, Mrs. Wolfe’s 
neighbors felt uneasy and suspicious. 

They were.constantly haunted with the 
fear that she did have girls in the home,and 
they kept a close watch on the house. They 
were unable to get anything tangible 
against Mrs. Wolfe except vauge rumors 
they had heard about, girls being in the 
home.

Was Murderer Coney, and He Told Jokes 
On the Scaffold. 


HE WANTED 10 CATCH A TRAIN 


Bo He Asked the Officers to See That He 
Was Hangedin Time for It—The 
Crime He Committed. 


Vienna, Ga., October 28.—(Special.)— 
Orrin Coney was hanged here today in the 
presence of five or six thousand people and 
a cooler man in the face of death was 
never seen. 

Coney slept well last night and rising 
at his usual hour this morning ate a hearty 
breakfast, after which he took a bath, chat- 
ting gaily the while with some newspaper 
men about his impending fate. Amoug 
other flippant remarks he said he hoped the 
details of the execution would be so ar- 
ranged as to give him dinner before he 
left, but not delayed so that he would miss 
the north-bound train at half past 2 o'clock, 
as he wanted to catch the train, it being 
the intention to carry his body to Eastman 
for burial. He professed to have received 
divine forgiveness and felt sure of an im- 
mediate transition to glory. 

The gallows was erected in an open field 
half a mile from the courthouse. ‘The pro- 
cession left the jail escorted by  twenty- 
five guards armed with Winchester rifles 
at 11:30 o'clock, at 11:55 o'clock Coney 
ascended the platform accompanied by 
Revs. Crawford, Dudley and Winn, all 
colored. Singing and prayer were then 
had Coney selecting the. hymns. 

After a few remarks by one of the persons 
Coney rose and made a rambling, discon- 
nected harangue lasting over half an hour. 
He made littie or no allusion to the crime 
for which he was about to suffer death be- 
yond intimating that a certain woman and 
is own lack of dollars were the causes of 
his downfall. He quoted fully from the 
scripture, became lively at times, uttering 
remarks which cgused frequent bursts of 
laughter among his audience. He playfully 
toyed with the dangling noose and asked 
if any man in the crowd would like to 
take his place. 

At the close of his remarks the preachers 
bade him adieu and descended the scaffold 
and his son came to bid him goodby, after 
which he shook hands with Sheriff Powell, 
who had treated him kindly and taken good 
care of him while in jail: His feet and arms 
were then bound, the black cap adjusted, 
the rope placed around his neck and at 1:55 
o'clock p. m. the drop fell. Death was in- 
stantaneous;. the neck having been com- 
pletely dislocated. Not a muscle even quiv- 
ered, not a movement was visible. At 2:15 
Oo" clock che was pronounced dead by Drs. 
C. T. Stovall and Whipple. 

Coney was hanged for the murder of 
Mose Morgan, another negro, in the spring 
of last year. They were both paying at- 
tention to the Coney woman.

Showing the Democratic Party to Be the 
True Friend of Labor.

The foregoing resolutions were adopted at 
the regular meeting of the Trade and Labor 
Assembly, of Chicago, held at Bricklayers’ 
hall, Sunday, June 19th.

A True Bill for Conspiring to Defraud 
the Government 


FOUND AGAINST GREEN B, ROBERTS. 


His Son-in-Law, John B. Roberts, Named 
Also—The Sale of Stamps Was 
the Cause. 


Mr. Green B. Roberts, of Atlanta, was out 
of town yesterday g or he would have 
been served with a bench warrant. 

_ The charge preferred against Mr. Roberts 
is conspiring to defraud the government. 

Thursday, October 28th, the jury 
of th® United States circuit court of the 
northern district of Georgia found a true bill 
of indictment against John B. Roberts and 
Green B. Roberts for conspiring to defraud 
the government. ai 

Yesterday morning two bench warrants 
were issued from the clerk’s office In re- 
sponse of the true bill. One of the warrants 
was for Green B. Roberts, of this city, and 
the other was for John B. Roberts, a son- 
in-law of Green B, s.oberts, and postmaster 
at Sandersville. 

The first warrant was turned over to Dep- 
uty Marsual Campbell and the second was 
sent to Macon from which place it will be 
served upon Postmaster Tobe B. Roberts. 
Deputy Marshall Campbell tried to serve 
his warrant upon Green B. Roberts yester- 
day but Mr. Roberts was out of town, pre- 
sumably as the deputy marshal was una- 
ble to find him, 

On Account of Stamps. 


During 1891 John B. Roberts was post- 
master of Sandersville, a third class post- 
office, regulated according to the number of 
stamps sold. Between March, 1891, and 
March,1892, Postmaster Roberts is accredit- 
ed wig having sold $2,400 worth of stamps, 
This amount was something of an increase 
over the regular yearly sales and would 
have entitled Postmaster Roberts to an in- 
crease of $200 in his pay had there not been 
an investigation. 

The indictment cites that Postmaster Rob- 
erts sold these stamps unlawfully and that 
Green B. Roberts converted and conspired 
with him to the end of securing a raise of 
the postmaster’s compensation. 

Green B. soberts purchased stamps of the 
postmaster, his son-in-law, and the stamps 
were sent to Atlanta by express. Green B. 
Roberts justifies himself by saying that he 
was guilty of no intentional wrong doing 
or the wilful violation of any postal regula- 
tion but that he simply bought the stamps 
from his son-in-law because he had had 
trouble with the local postal authorities. 
G. B. Roberts is well kown here and is a 
well-to-do person. 

When the warrant is served a him he 
will have no trouble in making bond. 

Postoftice Inspector Baird, who worked up 
the case against Roberts and his son-in-law 
is confident that they will both be convicted 
of conspiracy to defraud the government.

How great is the 
labor entailed will be realized when it is sta- 
ted that in one day as many as 72,689 de- 
posits have been made; that last year 992,000 


accounts were opened, and 701,000 closed. -

the postoffice savings bank system has been in 
operation frauds. and inaccuracies have 
amounted to only about a cent for, every 
$2,500.

“SOMETHING SHOULD

Something should be done in the matter of 
legislative reapportionment as there is no 
equity or justice in the premises. 

To bring the question right home, the county 
of Greene has about seventeen thousand pop- 
ulation, and that county has two representa- 
tives in the general assembly. ‘This makes 
about eight thousand five hundred to the rep- 
resentative. Elbert has about sixteen thou- 
sand population, and one representative is 
all that county is allowed in the legislative 
councils of the state, 

The constitution says so many counties 
shall have three representativés, 80 ‘many 
two and so many one. The'law is that the 
house shall be composed of 175 members, the 
six largest counties as to poulation having

three members each, the next twenty-six two | 


members each and the remainder one member 
each. There is one county with only 5,000 
inhabitants, and yet it has as many represen- 
tatives as Elbert with her 16,000. 

As The Atlanta Constitution says this may 
have been all right at the time. the. state con- 
stitution was formed, but it does not meet 
the case now. Of course there will be a lot 
of kicking, if the matter comes up soon for 
discussion, but sooner or later, we believe it 
will be looked. after, and a plan devised by 
which every county will get a fair showing. 

Legislative Representation. 
From The Augusta Chronicle. 

Some weeks ago The Chronicle called atten- 
tion to the fact that while the farmers were 
in the habit of claiming in their alliance and 
third party meetings that they paid the ex- 
penses of the government and were entitled 
to fill the offices, this as a matter of fact was 
not true in Georgia. 

We pointed out that while the state legisla- 
ture held generally an overwhelming prepon- 
derance of farmers, the value of farm lands 
returned for taxation in Georgia is only 
$137,194,720, or less than one-third of the 
property of the state, $463,753,534. Paying, 
therefore, one-third of the taxes, the farmers 
have about three-fourths of the representa- 
tion, and then amuse themselves abusing city 
office seekers and rings, and claiming that 
they bear the burdens while the city chaps 
pluck the honors. As a matter of fact the 
cities, towns and much abused corporations, 
railroads, banks, ete., carry the big end of 
the log while the country lifts the little end 
and grunts. We do not make this point to 
deprive the country of anything it has, but 
simply to open the eyes of our farmer friends 
to the real facts in order that-they may see 
they are not so badly impoged on as they 
imagine they are ; 

The Atlanta Constitution has carried this 
matter a step farther, and is ¢alling attention 
to the unequal representation now existing 
in the Georgia legislature, showing that small 
counties. like Echols for instance, have & 
member of the legislature for only 3,500 people, 
while Fulton county with 90,000 people has 
only three, or one member to each 30,000 peo- 
ple. In the national congress representa- 
tion is based on an equal apportionment of 
the population, and each ccpgressman, as 
nearly as possible, represents the same num- 
ber of people. A similar state apportionment 
would: be manifestly fair to all concerned, 
while the present arrangement Is manifestly 
unfair to the cities and populous counties of 
the state. 

In Sunday's Constitution a communication 
signed “A Wiregrass Member,” endorses The 
Constitution’s position, and svggests 10,000 
inhabitants as the basis of representation. 
The plan provides that every county shall 
have one member of the legislature, regardless 
of its population, but must have 20,000 popu- 
lation in order to have two, 80,000 to have 
three, and so on. 

This suggestion pe 
would give the small coun 
at oad because the county with 4,000 people 
would have one representative, while the 
county with 20,000 would have but two—five 
times as many people, but only twice as many 
representatives. But this would be offset 
by the great increase it would have to make 
in order to get another. For instance the 
county with 4,000 has one member, and the 
county with 24,000 has but two; but the latter 
county peed increase but 6,000 to get another 
representative while the former must add 16,- 
000 to its population. The same thing is 
seen with the county which has 1,800 and the 
county which has 2,000. The former can have 
but one representatise while the latter with 
only 200 people more can have two. I all

Report. 


SOME IMPORTANT CASES PENDING. 


Since He Bucceeded to the Office He Has 
Nearly Cleared the Old 
Docket. 


Since the attorney-general, W. A. Little 
succeeded to the office of chief legal adviser 
to the Governor and the state of Georgia 
nearly all of the cases in litigation in which 
the state was an interested party, and which 
were pending in the several courts, have 
been disposed of. Only two or three remain 
on the dockets. Some of these cases were 
in the United States Courts and others in 
oe oy ge -

Atlanta. West Point Railroad company 
vs. the @@pptroller general, being an appli- 
cation an injunction in Fulton superior 
court, t@ restrain the collection of tax for 
hauling sleeping cars.

The coutest of the railroads over the law 
taxing their property in the counties was 
conducted on the part of the state by ex- 
amg A ge ym Clifford Andersoil and 
Hon. W. C. Glenn, the author of the law. 
Captain Little was disqualified to represent 
the state, he having represented the railroad 
company in the court below: 

The supreme court only sustained the con- 
stitutionality of the law but the case is now 

ending in the supreme court of the United 

tates. 
The Richmond and Danville Case. 


The Richmond and Danville railroad com- 
pany’s case is a very. important one, 
affecting the powers of the state/railroad 
commission. 

By an act of 1889, the Georgia railroad 
commission was empowered to make and 
establish maximum joint rates for the trans 
portation of freight Within this state over 
two railroads, or parts of two different rail- 
roads not under the same management or 
control. In pursuance to this authority the 
Georgia commission established such joint 
rates to be the sum of the locals, less ten 
per cent. The Richmond and Danville rail- 
road company refused to put this rule into 
operation, but charged for the transportation 
of such freight, the local rates fixed by the 
commission for transportation over its lines. 
Complaint was made to the commission, 
and that company was notified that unless 
restitution was had, suits would be 
brought to enforce the penalty prescribed 
by the statute, in each case. Oo prevent 
such suits the railroad company filed a pe- 
tition for an injunction in the circuit 
court of the United States for the northern 
district of Georgia, against the members 
of the state railroad commission; averring 
that the commission had no constitutional] 
right to make such a rule, because that rule 
was unreasonable and unjust, and that rate 
should not, therefore, be enforced, and inas- 
much as the Georgia statute made the rule 
and schedule of rates adopted by the commis- 
sion final and conclusive on the tailroad, 
the same was violative of the federal con- 
stitution. An order was nted by the 
restraining the railr com- 
mission from instituting the. suits to recover 
penalties for violation of this rule, until a 
further order of the court, and the applica- 
tion for an injunction was set. for a hearing. 
The case was argued at length before Judge 
Newman; the law member of the railroad 
commission, Judge Fort (who, appeared with 
myself) cect | in an exceedingly forcible 
manner the legal positions insisted on by 
the state cqmmission. Up to this date Judge 
Newman has reversed his decision.

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go Rusult of Beresford’s Writ Awaited 


with Interest. 


 SOLONEL GLENN MADE A FINE SPEECH. 


— Beresford Will Not Spend the Night 


in Jail—The Case Will Be Con- 
tinued Today. 


Lord Beresford, attired in a nicely fitting 
black clothes and accompanied by 
Turner of Floyd county, walked into 
the United States circuit court room at 
10 o'clock yesterday morning. 
Gelonel W. C. Glenn opened argument 
fer the defense and quoted largely from 
the Federal Court recorder. Hg showed 
that Beresford could not be brought back 
from New York, according to the inter- 
state rendition laws, on one charge and 


then tried and convicted upon another. 


In his splendid argument Colonel Glenn 
pulled out every point possible, and brought 
io bear upon Beresford’s case every author- 
ity and record relating in a direct manner 


to it. 

‘Colonel D. B. Hamilton, of Rome, repre- 
gented the state and spoke for over an hour. 
He was plain, direct and forcible and an- 
gswered Colonel Glenn’s superb argument 
jp a finished manner. 

“This man,” said Colonel Hamilton, dur- 

ing his speech, “skipped his bond, was 
brought back, tried in court, and convicted 
apon the charge of forgery. He is now a 
convict of Georgia.” 
_ At these words, Beresford, who was lis- 
tening attentively to Colonel Hamilton’s 
argument, reddened visibly and appeared 
to get suddenly neryous, clasping his hands 
tightly together. 

Colonel Hamilton spoke at some length 
of the interstate rendition laws and the 
international extradition agreement until he 
became so hoarse that he was given permis- 
sion by Judge Newman to postpone his 
argument unti. this morning. 

Colonel 8S. A. Darnell, United States At- 
torney, assisting Colonel Hamilton, gave 
the interstate or domestic rendition laws a 
thorough discussion. 

He explained the difference between the 
two as he understood them and declared 
that unless New York state was represent- 
ed here and demanded the prisoner, that 
there was no reason why the prisoner 
shoud be able to secure his own release ou 
the showing made. 

At the conclusion of Colonel Darnell’s 
argument court adjourned until 10 o'clock 
this morning. 

Lord Beresford was given into the eusto- 
dy of Sheriff Turner who placed him in 
jail, where he was kept last night. He 
will be present at the hearing aguin today. 

Beresford’s Statement. 


After the adjournment of Court. Lord 
Beresford made the following statement in 
reply to the questions of a Constitution re- 
porter: 

“The forgery ca#e and cheating and 
swindling case are identically the same; 
that when 1 was extradited on the minor 
charge, there was no question of forgery. 

8s was formulated after his arrival in 
Rome by Colonel Hamilton who had been 
informed on the cars coming from New 
York by my wife that I bad married her 
under the name of Lascelles. 
_ “It.is an ordinary and common practice 
in England for a man to have a ‘nom-de- 
plume.” I used the name of Beresford at 
my bachelor quarters for racing and certain 
club, for several years and kept bank ac- 
counts and «xccounts with tradesmen in both 
mames,. but there was never any question 


+e 9 fetal 
It! appears, however that under a stat- 

ute peculiar to this state, if a man signs 
a fictitious name to a note or check, he is 
guilty of forgery. 

“One of the witnesses for the state who 
furnished me with letters of introduction to 
Rome, Altanta, and Savannah testified at 
the trial that he knew me in London Eng- 
land as Beresford, and had visited me at 
my residence, so that I could not have as- 
sumed the name of Beresford for the pur- 
<9 of defrauding the Hamiltons, as they 
claim. 

“The fact is that Coldmel Hamilton, 
when he was informed by my wife that 
I used two names, saw and embraced the 
opportunity of making out a case of fel- 
ony, in the hope of getting me sent to the 
penitentiary. 

The cheating and swindling case still 
stands on the docket. My a®torneys have 
several times endeavored to bring it to 
trial but the state always announced not 
ready. It is being held over me as long 
as possible, so that in the event of the 
Federal Court deciding the present hear- 
ing in my favor, the state will have the 
original case to fall back upon. 

“As regards Colonel Hamilton's state 
ment today that when arrested in Albany 
last month I sued out a writ of habeas cor- 
pda, which delayed my return several 
days, and that I had been arrested there 
on the charge of blackmail, the facts are 
that the lawyer-detective King, who trap- 
ped me to my doom in Albany. took me to 
police headquarters there, and said. ‘This 
man is wanted in Georgia for forgery.’ 
The chief of police refused to hold me, then 
King said, ‘I charge him with blackmail.’ 
This was only a subterfuge to have me 
held until the Georgia authorities could 
be informed of my capture. I sent for an 
attorney who applied for a writ of habeas 
corpus on the following day. The judge 
allowed the state forty-eight hours to make 
a return to the writ. In the meantime 
Mr. Dallas Turner arrived and I was taken 
before Governor Flower. I told the lawyer 
before going into the executive chamber. 
that IT was not a fugitive from justice, 
that I was out on bond, and that the supe- 
rior court of Floyd county had never been 
In session since I left Rome—and lastly that 

had not been surrendered nor had 
any bench warrant been issued. The attor- 
hey said = could not bring the facts to the 
notice of the governor, all he had to do was 
to see if the papers were all straight and 
if he found them so he was compelled to 
sign the warrant. I:shad no money when 
arrested to pay the attorney and he made 
no attempt before Governor Flower to do 
anything for me, simply asked to look at 
the papers and said nothing. 

“T have since been informed that I had 
& perfect right to state my position to the 
governor. 

:“Thenext day when the habeas corpus 
Came up for hearing, my attorney was not 
present. The judge asked me if I was the 
person mentioned in the paners. I said ‘yes,’ 
and was handed over to the deputy sheriff 
m Rome. 
“The man King was in the employ of my 
smen and also of my brother-in-law. 
The public are already aware of my perse- 
eution from that quarter.. It is needless, 
therefore to say anything more about it. 
He has sworn to get me to the penitentia- 
ty, and is spending lots of money to pnt 
me out of the way for his own purposes. 

“I am standing my confinement in Rome 
a8 well as can be expected. Sheriff Moore 
is a wholesouled man and treats me well.

COULD NOT GET FORTY VOTES, 


It Raised the Value of Real and Did Not 
Reach Personal Property—An 
Unpopular Law.

last general assembly is evidently doomed. 

Time may save it but if a vote were to 
be taken on the repeal of the act today 
there would not be forty votes in both sen- 
ate and house against abolishing the sys- 
tem. 

When the law was proposed it was al- 
ways spoken of as an equalization law and 
there was no hint that it was in the nature 
of an assessment. There has always been 
@ prejudice in Georgia against assessment 
of property for taxable purposes. 

This bill was alwkys put forward as a 
system by which those whose taxes were 
too high would be lowered and the taxes 
of the other fellow who had returned his 
property away under its true valuation 
would be raised. That was a plausible way 
of putting the measure and really that is 
what it was intended to do and what it 
would accomplish after some amendments 
if literally carried out. 

. Under the. old law the taxpayer returned 

the value of all descriptions of his property 
on @ printed form furnished him by the re- 
ceiver of tax returns. To this valuation he 
had to make oath.. If the receiver consid- 
ered it too low the valuation could be arbi- 
trated. Then at the fall term of the su- 
perior court the grand jury was expected 
to make a thorough examination of the re- 
ceiver’s books and values which were 
too low were raised. 

Under the new law the taxpayer inakes 
out a list of his property just as before 
and returns it to the receiver, but that 
official is not allowed to put it on his digest 
then. The return must first be “scrutinized 
by the board of five equalizers appointed 
by the county commissioners or the ordinary 
of the eounty. The taxpayer had to swear 
to his return, but maybe it struck the equal- 
izers as too low. In that event he was 
cited to appear before them and give them 
such information as he might desire. If 
the equalizers chose to raise the vuluation 
that settled it. There is no appeal from 
them. If the taxpayer did not choose to 
present himself before the equalizers a 
penaity could be imposed on him for staying 
away, No one is required to serve sub- 
penas issued at the instance of the equal- 
izers and there is no provision for paying 
an officer to serve them. 

Speaking about the law yesterday Comp- 
troller General Wright said: ‘‘The law was 
intended to. equalize values and to get ata 
great amount of personal property which is 
hidden away. Evidently it did not prove a 
guccess in that respect, but that feature 
can be remedied. Unfortunately for the 
law it became operative in the worst finan- 
cial year we have had in a long time, und 
it is singular that while a great deal of 
personal g@operty was not reached by this 
law it did bring up the values of real prop- 
erty. gp complaint is being made 
about the new system. Tax laws are deli- 
cate macters to tamper with. Any change 
is quickly felt ‘Che opposition is coming from 
tuxpayers whuse taxes have been increased. 
The men who have been benefited or who 
have not had to pay any higher taxes under 
the new law than under the old are not 
coming to its support. ‘Ihe law has defects 
which can be remedied by some simple 
amendments. With another year’s trial it 
swould no doubt work more smoothly and 
satisfactorily. A new tax receiver hever got 
along so well at the firat as after he had 
pome experience. I have xv doubt that 
with mo:v experience the equalizers would 
be more satisfactory to the taxpayers. We 
must Temember one thing, this equalization 
act repealed everything in conflict with it. 
If. the equalization law is repealed some 
new machinery for getting the valuation of 
property will have to be devised and enact- 
ed into law.” 

Three bills have been introduced in the 
senate and half a dogen or more in the house 
to repeal the law. In some counties the 
law was an issue in the campaigu. Some 
candidates had to promise to make a dead 
seteegainst the law as soon as they were 
sworn in. From down ih one of the coun- 
ties a good democrat wrote to the comp- 
troller general and asked him to look up 
the vote of a certain member of the last 
house on this act. “He is a third party 
candidate for the legislature. We are de- 
termined to beat him. I think he voted for 
the blanked equalization law. If he did we 
ean beat him on that record.’’ 

Captain Wright looked up the record and 
found that the member had voted against 
the law. 

Captain Wright accordingly wrote to bis 
correspondent that he had better not 
spring the candidate’s record on the equal- 
ization bill.
